TIME TO SEOUEE LICENSES FOB" 
DOGS 

The County Treasurer calls the at- 
tention of dog owners of Montgomery 
County to the dog law of 1921. All 
owners of dogs must have their dogs' 
licensed between Januory 1 and 16. 

Applications can be made to the Jus- 
tices of the Peace in their respective' 
districts, or licenses can be procured' 
direct from the Treasurer's office in' 
Norristown by sending the correct 
amount of the fee together with post- 
age for return of the license and tag. 

During the year 1023 the agents of 
the Department of Agriculture spent 
considerable time in this county and 
very rigidly prosecuted violators of the' 
dog law. Many persons wore arrested 
for failure to take out licenses for their 
dogs, nnd fines and costs amounting to 
a large sum were imposed. Those offi- 
cers will bo in this county again dur- 
ing 1024, ftnd in order to eave this 
amount in fines the County Treasurer 
calls attention of the dog owners tr* 
the law and advises them to obtain* 
their licenses promptly.

with pillar roses on either side and a 
hedge of evcrgTeons, hemlock or cedar. 
This hedge couid also servo as a back- 
ground for the perennial border. 

But right here let us resolve to keep 
to the time-tried rules of landscaping, 
'.these three will keep us straight. 

First — Preserve the open lawn. Don 't 
out it up with beds, plant the borders, 
but keep an expanse of lawn. Give 
the house- a setting. Tie it to the ground 
with a foundation planting but leave 
the front open. 

Second — Don't plant In straight 
lines. Nature never does. The plant- 
ing must look natural. Plan the bor- 
ders in waves and natural sweeps — 
not blocks. The vegetable and cutting 
■garden is the exception, here the culti- 
vator or hoe must work. 

Third — Plant in masses. A dozen 
-plants of a variety in one place gives 
an effect, the same dozen plants streteh- 
•ed over a dozen places will never en use 
•one to stop and admire. 

(Now dear's Day we found some 
Darwin tulips, of last fall's planting, 
•out of the ground a full half inch.)

Mr. Aristotle, 
the puppet who played .lonah and the 
Whale so well, is indeed fantastic but 
very suggestive of human realities. 

Aniinbolle's one eye is only a black 
shoe button, but tears flow just as 
pnsilv and express ,iust .as much sorrow. 
And poor Mr. Aristotle, you will sym- 
pathize with him in his tragic end and 
wish he had not treated his wife so 
badly, If Mr. Aristotle had been al- 
lowed to hang on his nail on the wall. 
with all the other puppets, life would 
have passed him thy without many 
knocks, but in his attempt to share in 
life's joys, he found many sorrows 
thrown in. 

"A Week," 'by Iury Libedinsky, 
translated by Arthur Ransome. There 
hfts been a great deal printed in news- 
papers and magazines of Kussia and 
her Unsettled condition, and people 
have wondered just how much was true 
and much false, due to the writers mis- 
understanding of the Russian char- 
acter. But here is a book, written by 
an unknown author, himself one of 
the Russian people, giving a very vivid 
description of the doubts, sufferings 
and struggles of that nation, in its ef- 
forts to arrive at the truest and best 
government for their country. The lan- 
guage is simple, but the pictures paint- 
ed by the words cannot help but fill one 
with pity as well as horror, that people 
must go through so much to reach their 
desired goal.
